This, with the other things he 
mentions in connection with this, will 
enable us to stand, and shall never 
be moved. The wise man also says 
in Prov. 26:20, 22, where no wood is, 
there the fire goeth out, so where 
there is no talebearer, the strife ceas- 
eth. As coals are to burning coals, 
and wood to fire, so is a contentious 
man to kindle strife. The words of a 
tale-bearer are as wounds and they 
go down into the innermost parts of 
the belly. Burning lips and a wicked 
heart are like a potsherd covered 
with silver dross. Whoso diggeth a pit 
shall fall therein; and he that rolleth 
a_ stone, it will return upon him. A 
lying tongue hateth those that are af- 
flicted by it; and a flattering mouth 
worketh ruin. 

I don’t think the above words were 
put in the Bible to just fill up space, 
but were put in for a special purpose. 
Many times the devil uses a lying 
tongue to get things started, then 
very often it is carried by Church 
members as the truth, when there is 
positively no truth in the reproach, 
and the righteous suffer thereby, as 
Joseph, when his master’s wife cast 
her eyes upon him and wanted him 











out against them as they used to. 
Why? Because of their conscience. 
Ten years ago, holiness folks would 
not go around bathing beaches, but 
to-day Satan will slip around and say 
“It is all right to go and look around,” 
but listen if you are not careful he 
will slip a desire in your heart to go 
in bathing with them and the first 
thing you know he will make you 
think it is all right for you to put on 
a suit like theirs and go in. 

Beloved, let us live, walk and talk 
as when the Church was first open- 
éd ur in old North Carolina and God 
wili bless more I’m sure and more 
signs will follow. Let us live just 
what we preach and be a light for 
others in the dark as_ well as the 
light places of the earth, 

May God bless every one of His 
children and make us as He is. Re- 
member me in your prayers, that I 
may do His will and live so that He 
will not be ashamed to claim me as 
His oWn when He comes.
